Every year tin* State Fire Mar­ 
shal receives reports from over the 
State where ii res are caused by s]k>ii- 
taneous ignition in hay.

Henry County, in which the cause of 
the fire is assigned bv the Township 
Trustee as “spontaneous combustion 
by new hay put 
in on old hay:

Many destructive tires have been 
caused by the spontaneous ignition 
of hay, especially clover and alfalfa, 
both in mows and in stacks. 
The 
first cutting of alfalfa seem- to be 
the most dangerous in this respect. 
lf hay of this kind has rain or dew 
on it or if the stalk- are not cured 
thoroughly when 
it is 
put 
up, the 
moisture 
will cause 
fermentation, 
which may produce sufficient heat to 
start a fire.
